There are in the United States ‘today not less than 
113 recognized dog breeds of distinctly pure bloodlines.

Nearly every other domesticated animal has been 
developed and bred more or less for a single purpose or 
function. The dog,.on the other hand, is a versatile, 
multi-pufpose creature. He can be put to almost any 
use, depending only on the amount of patience and 
ouble.his owner is willing to expend. 
The evidence is clear énough. The horse is today es- 
sentially a carrier—just as he has always been. The 
cow, developed in modern times into a veritable milk 
machine, still yields only milk, Sheep are raised mostly 
for their wool, and hogs and poultry for their meat. 
But what about the dog? He is ten animals. in‘ one. 
In different places and at different times, he has been 
used for nearly all-of the above purposes—and dozens 
of others besides. In Europe and in the Arctic dogs are 
widely used to draw carts and sleds. Clothing made 
from dog’s hair, after a lapse of decades, is once-again a 
thriving industry.

Preventive Measures
